laſted 50 Years; aid in the Year 3360, Feruſa/em and the Temple 
were deſtroy'd by,Ncbuch :4nvgzar, 2 Chron. 26. + 

3427. In the 7th. Year of Combyſes, King of Perſia, was an Eclipſe of 

the Moor : About which Time the 7-ws, whom Crus had releaſed 

from the Buby/onyh Captroity, were hindered from building rae Ci- 

ty and Temple, Ezra 1. and 4. Chap. 


* 3459. Ta rhe 211k. Year of Darivs Hyſtaſper, Ring of Perſia, was an 


Eclipſe of the Moon : Aaout which Time 41/trades, Gengral of 
the Athenian Forces, gave Darizs a prodigipus Overthrow near 
Marathon. For Juſtin lays the Per /ran Army confiited of 50000, 
and Mi/tiades nad but 1cocs udthenuns, and 1020 Auxtliaties of 
the Pliteans.” Fuſtin, Lib. 2. 

34509. An Echpje of the $4z happened when Xerxes, King of Per/7s, 
made thoſe great Preparations againſt the Spartens, who was dit- 
ag; Fd them near the Straits of Thermopyle and Salamis.-- Fu- 
lin.

3519. This Year there was ſo great an Eclipſe of the Sur, that the Stars 
were ſeen at Noon Day : After whiclz followed the Peloponneſtan 
or: dArchidamianIWar, between the Lacedemonians and Athenians. 

3526. In the 8th. Year of the Pelopsrrnefran War, was ſeen an Eclipſe of 
the Sun. About this Time ceaſed the W's ecution of the Fews, 
Dearizs Noth;zs uſurping the Empire of Per/za. 

3546. Abour the End of the Peloponneſian War, there was an. Eclipſe of 
the Sun : And the Ciry of Azbers was taren by Lyſander, the La- 
cedemonian General. | | 

3619. There was an Ec/ipſe of the Moon : And Datirs Codomannis, 
the Taft King of Per/zv, was overcome near Arbela by Alexander 
the Great, viho tranilated the Monarchy from the Per/ians to the 
&7ceks. | 

3775- There was a great Eclipſe of the Sun : and the Moor, in the 
D y-time, the Sky being clear, was darkened, while the - Games, 
toftitured in Hoyour-oft Apo/lo, or the Sur, were celebrated. 

3776. This Year was ſeen n-lelhp/e of the Moon: And the Year fol- 
towing that Beaſt Aantiochus Epiphang began to tyrannize. He" 
was the 8th. King of Syr72, a mott Cruel and Bloody Tyrant : He 
rook Zerufalem,- plundered the City, robbed the Temple, ſet up 
dots therein, and by ſundry cruel Torments compelled the Zeros 
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to tranſgreſs the Law of God, and to commit Idv,zry. 2 Maccad. 

A great Ec/irſe of the on was ſeen at this Time : And Per- 
ſers, Ning of Hlacedonia, was conmured by ZEmniiis the Rrman 
Confil. Here ended the King lom of the Macedontans, being trant- 
flated trom them ro the Romans. 

The Maccabces began now to appear. 

About the Time that 77:5 Ce/ur was Hain, there happened an 
Eclipfe of the Aloo. 
07 Anno Chriſtz. ; 

25. At the Tiine of the Pafhon of Chri/t upon the Croſs, the Sun 
and 4150, were totally Ec/pfed, Mat. 27. Mar. 15. But this was 
plainly /upernatural : For the Eclpſes of the Sun ordinarily hap- 
pen in the New. Moon, but this happened in the Eu// : Which is 
evident irom hence, becauſe the Zews kepr the Paſſover, by God's 
own Appointment, in the F// Moon. 

45- In the ift. Year of Avguſtus Ceſar there was an Eclipſe of the 
Sun. Herod Agrippa was tmitten by the Angel of the Lord, As 12. 
23. There was alſo a great Emmine in Syria. 

59. An Eclipſe of the Sun preceded the F:7ft Perſecution under Nero, 
which began in the Year 65. 

317. There was an Ec/pſe of the Sur this Year, when 47s began to 
publiſh his Op:7075. 

348. There was a very great Eclipſe of the Sun, when the Arians pre- 
vailed. | 

360. The Sun was Eclipſed from Morning until Noon. 

393- AnEchp/e of the Sun was ſeen, and then the Roman Empire was 
divided under Hoxorius and Arcadius. | 

404. Another Echip/e of the Sun: And in the Year 410, A/aricus,; 
King of- the Gorhs, took and facx'd the City of Rome. 

527. This Year was another Ec/p/2 of the Sun : And the Goths made 
great Spoil and Devaſtation over the Roman Empire.. | 

592. Theowux was Echp/ed - And in the: Year 6c6, FPhocas, who mur- 
thered the Emperor Maritivs, and his Wife and: Children, eſta- 
blifh'd the Pope's Srpremacy. And -in the Year 622 the Impoſtor 
Mabomet appeared. 


733. There was an Ecl;p/e of the Sur : And then began_the Contro- 


verſe about Image-Worſhip. The Eaſtern Chriſtians oppoſed, and 
the Weſtern approved it; though Daimajcen in the Eaſt wrote in 
behalt of Images. | 


' 796. The Sun was Echp/ſed: tor 17 Days together ; and the Darkneſs 


was fo grear, that the Ships could not ſail. Be/larmine, in his 
Chronology, places this wonderful Prodigy at the Year 797.

This Prodigy, as A/ftedizs conjectures, undoubtedly portended 
the Eclif-ſe of the Goſpe/ under the Popes of Rome ;, who, being en- 
riched by Charles the Great, and his Father Prprz, began to aſpire 
to Secular Power and Furrijdiction.

About this Time Lu#dovicus Pius, King of France, was taken by his 
Sons, and caſt into Priton ; and the Ecc/eftaſticks took too' much 
upon them in Szare Aﬀarrs. | 4 | 

\ 840. There was a very great Echpſe of the Sur, fo that the.Stars 
could no more be ſeen, than in the darkeſt Night. The ſame hap- 
pzned again in the Year 899. 

1 290. } An Eclipſe of the Sun preceded the ſetting up of the Ortoman

1387. pon the Nores, or 5th. of November, there was ſuch an Eclipſe 
of the Sw7, as the like was hardly ſeen. 

1415. On the 7th. of the 4th. Month, in the Morning, being the 6th. 
Day of the Week, there was ſuch a dreadful Eclipſe of the Sun, 
that the Birds of. the Air fell to the Ground. : 

This Year, upon the 6th. of the 5th. Month, 7ohn Huſs, that 
Fuirhful Martyr of Chriſt, was burnt by the perfidious Council of
